Eegdlations made by the Scottish Insukancb Gommissionees 

CONSTITUTED UNDEE THE NATIONAL InSUEANCE ACT, 1911 

(1 & 2 Geo. V. c. 55), amending the National Health 
Insueance (Naval and Militaey Foeces) (Time Limits) 
Regulations (Scotland), 1912, Amendment Regulations, 
1913 (No. 2), DATED THE 17TH DAY OE OCTOBER 1913. 

The Scottish Insurance Commissioners, in pursuance of the 
powers conferred on them by Sections 46, 6o, and 80 of the National 
Insurance Act, 1911, hereby make the following Regulations ; — 

1. These Regulations may be cited as tiie National Health 
Insurance (Naval and Military Forces) (Time Limits) Regulations 
(Scotland), 1912, Amendment Regulations, 1913 (No. 3). 

2. Regulation 2 of the National Health Insurance (Naval and 
Military Forces) (Time Limits) Regulations (Scotland), 1912, 
Amendment Regulations, 1913 (No. 2) shall have effect and shall 
be deemed always to have had effect as if the following proviso 
were added to that Regulation — “Provided that in the case of 
“ a soldier who was on the 1st day of June, 1913, serving outside the 
“ United Kingdom, this Regulation shall apply as though the 1st day 
“ of January 1914 were substituted for the 1st day of July 1913.”
